Public Works 

• Projects: 

o The LC-17 crew will be shaping the creek bed and working on El Verde road. Due to the rains, 

their new completion date is in February of 2020. 

o Contractor is preparing to install the library and park bus shelter artwork. 

o City Crews have started the concrete project on El Verde Road in front of the fire station. They 

will prepare the roadway to pour the second section this week. Work is expected to take 6 – 8 

weeks, depending on weather and concrete curing times. 

o Staff is waiting for the final energy masterplan from CPS Energy and ClearResult, which 

identifies methods for reducing energy usage at city facilities. Once received, we will be 

preparing policies and procedures to reduce energy usage at all city facilities.   

o Bexar County is moving forward with the installation of new flood gates along Poss and Evers. 

They expect to install them this spring. 

o The Forest Meadow drainage improvements project is substantially complete. Staff performed a 

walk through with the contractor last week and noted a few deficiencies, so they will be working 

to finish up.  

o Staff has chosen the streets for the FY 2020 Street Maintenance Project, based on their ranking. 

The City Engineer is preparing the plans and bid specifications. The new street ranking list is 

being prepared and reviewed by the City Engineer, so that we can begin plans for the next round 

of street maintenance. 

o The engineer is working on bid documents for the Grass Hill elevated tank rehabilitation project. 

Bids have been prepared for the new crosswalks along Huebner and Poss Roads. They will be 

advertised for the next 30 days. 

o The City will be receiving $1,346,000 from Bexar County to complete a flood remediation 

project in the Seneca West area. Surveying and engineering have begun. 

o Staff has finalizing water and sewer main replacement plans and will consult with our rate 

consultant on how to pay for these much-needed improvements. 

o After review by Bexar County, we have discovered that Settler’s Ridge street is eligible for 

CDBG funds. We are preparing a grant request to replace water and sewer mains on this street. 

o Staff submitted all documentation required to for a grant from the Alamo Area Council of 

Governments (AACOG) to fund the purchase of solar powered compacting trash cans. A 

presentation was given to AACOG on January 6th. 

o Staff will be planting trees at the pocket parks, Raymond Rimkus Park, and the Peachtree vacant 

lot this spring. 

o Installed speed humps on Forest Pine. 

o Power washing the library. 

o Preparing a sign replacement plan. 

o Working with a contractor to determine repairs needed to submerged motor at Huebner well. 

o Training 

▪ Maintenance Crew Leader Rudy Martinez obtained his Certified Playground Inspector 

license – a first for Leon Valley! He is now working on becoming a Certified Pool 

Operator. He should obtain that certification by the start of the pool season. Way to go 

Rudy!! 
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▪ Maintenance Crew Foreman Michael Tristan will be studying to become a Licensed
